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Mr.  Chairman.,  Ladies  arid  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  1966. 

The  statistics  contained  therein  reveal  that  1966  was  on  the  whole 
a healthy  year  for  this  Rural  District,  and  I do  not  think  that  there  is 
anything  that  requires  special  comment. 

I would,  however,  like  to  draw  attention  to  some  aspects  of  Food 
Poisoning.  Every  year  there  are  a number  of  cases  in  this  district,  in 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  country.  They  are  not  all  notified  because 
in  some  instances  the  sufferers  do  not  consult  their  doctor.  In  other  cases 
they  feel  more  ill  and  the  doctor  calls  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
who  carry  out  investigations  to  try  to  find  out  the  source  of  the  infection 
and  to  take  steps  to  prevent  it  spreading.  Some  people  think  that  a lot 
of  unnecessary  fuss  is  made  over  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning.  This  is  not 
the  case.  Many  people  affected  by  it  become  seriously  ill.  Some  people, 
especially  young  babies,  elderly  people  and  those  who  are  delicate  may 
actually  die  from  an  attack  of  food  poisoning.  In  less  severe  cases  food 
poisoning  can  be  a considerable  nuisance  to  people.  A school  child  who  is 
studying  for  his  11+  examination  may  succumb  to  an  attack  and  jeopardize 
his  chances.  Someone  may  become  ill  with  it  on  his  vacation  and  his  holiday 
may  thus  be  ruined.  Complications  sometimes  occur  as  a result  of  an  attack 
of  food  poisoning.  These  include  arthritis,  inflammation  of  the  gall  bladder, 
meningitis,  and  inflammation  of  the  heart.  Any  of  these  will  most  probably 
result  in  a period  of  prolonged  invalidism  and  could  be  fatal.  Food  poisoning 
is  not  just  a nuisance  disease.  It  can  produce  very  serious  consequences. 

That  is  why  when  a case  is  notified  to  the  Public  Health  Department  it 
is  followed  up  very  carefully  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Good  Food  Hygiene  will  prevent  Food  Poisoning.  Food  Hygiene  is 
largely  a matter  of  safe,  clean  food.  Since  germs  are  mainly  responsible 
for  the  damage  done  and  since  such  germs  most  often  find  their  way  into 
food  through  faulty  or  dirty  methods  of  preparation,  handling  or  distribution 
of  food,  it  is  obviously  important  to  have  a very  high  standard  of  food 
hygiene. 
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Good  Food  Hygiene  concerns  two  sets  of  people.  Firstly  there  is  the 
Food  Trade.  The  need  for  a high  standard  of  hygiene  is  now  being  increasingly 
recognized,  but  in  some  places  conditions  are  still  unsatisfactory.  The 
Public  Health  Inspectors  visit,  as  part  of  their  duties,  food  establishments 
in  the  district,  and  give  advice  when  this  is  necessary.  If  friendly 
methods  are  disregarded  it  is  customary  to  bring  the  case  to  the  notice 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  court  proceedings  may  follow. 

The  other  persons  concerned  with  Food  Hygiene  are  the  Housewives, 

The  Housewife 5 s first  duty  is  in  the  home.  She  should  see  that  her  kitchen 
is  hygienic  and  easy  to  clean.  She  may  have  to  encourage  her  husband  to 
have  a go  at  'Do  it  yourself',  or  she  may  have  to  do  it  herself  in  those 
cases  where  a facelift  is  needed.  In  cases  where  mains  water  and  drainage 
have  to  be  installed  it  is  often  possible  to  obtain  a grant  from  the 
Council,  Apart  from  the  importance  of  having  impervious,  easily  cleaned 
surfaces,  and  doing  away  with  dark  nooks  and  crannies, where  beetles  and 
other  insects  can  thrive,  and  keeping  mice  at  bay,  attention  must  be  given 
to  the  safe  storage  of  food  within  the  home,  A refrigerator  is  every  bit 
as  important  a piece  of  equipment  in  the  home  as  a cooker;  and  much  more 
important  than  a TV  set.  Perishable  food  should  be  stored  in  the  refrigerator 
in  winter  as  well  as  summer.  This  is  essential  because  the  purpose  of  the 
cold  temperature  in  a refrigerator  is  to  prevent  the  multiplication  of 
germs  that  may  be  on  the  food.  We  have  no  easy  way  of  telling  if  a piece 
of  food  is  contaminated  by  a few  food  poisoning  germs.  These  few  germs 
will  not  cause  harm  if  they  remain  a few  , but  if  they  are  at  room 
temperature,  instead  of  in  the  refrigerator,  they  may  multiply  and  cause 
trouble  when  consumed.  Some  of  these  germs  produce  a poison  which  is  not 
affected  by  cooking  the  food,  so  cooking  is  no  safeguard,  unless  of  course 
it  is  done  immediately  the  food  is  brought  home.  It  is  most  satisfactory 
that  refrigerators  have  now  come  down  in  price  and  so  are  becoming  available 
to  more  people. 

The  housewife's  second  dpty,  and  indeed  the  duty  of  every  member  of 
the  general  public,  is  to  refrain  from  buying  from  shops  which  are  grubby 
or  in  which  there  is  not  clean  handling  and  storage  of  food.  Also  when 
people  eat  out  they  should  complain  if  the  cleanliness  and  hygiene  in 
the  catering  establishment  are  unsatisfactory.  The  Consumer  is  the  person 
who  really  holds  the  key  to  an  improved  standard  of  Food  Hygiene, 


I should  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  during 
the  year  under  consideration,  I should  also  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  to  Mr,  Morgan 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  co-operation  and  unfailing 
assistance.

BIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 


By  agreement  with  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council,  Public  Health 
Officers  of  the  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  routine  sampling 
for  examination  of  all  milk  supplied  in  this  Rural  District.
